He  ond  his  v/ife  recaU.ed  that 
while  travelling  by  car  through  Nerv  Mexico  in  1949  they  had  observed  a 
similar  object  but  had  not  fe ported  it  for  fear  of  ridicule  throu^ 
publicity.
